The plan ‘is not likely to prove ef- 
fective unless it has the support of a 
large majority of the prominent col- 
leges. So far as history yelates few 
of the larger and older institutions 
propose to ‘let the control of athletics 
pass owt of their hands. This came to 
light. very plainly at the last meeting 
of the National Collegiate association 
in New York in December when both 
Princeton and Harvard. veiced that

Americus, Ga., February 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Benny Devane, one of the sev- 
eral white men charged with lynching 
Will Jones, colored, Monday night, 
was arrested and placed in jail at 
Ellaville today, while Henry Harvey, 
who was wounded seriously while in 
the vicinity of Jones’ home Sunday 
night, is beg guaraea at his resi- 


dence. 

A reward of $100 each for the ar- 
rest of Johnny Devane, Arthur De- 
vane, Clarence Rovinson, Tom Brown, 
George Phillips and two unknown 
soldiers was offered by Ellaville citi- 
zens Thursday. 

When interviewed in his cell, De- 
vane answered only a few questions, 
and refused to state whether he was 
in the lynching party or discuss how 
he was wounded. left arm and 
side are filled with buckshot. MHar- 
vey’s wounds are so serious he could 
not be moved to the jail, Sheriff Bat- 
tle stated. It is alleged that both 
of the men were shot by Jones Sun- 
day night while they were prowling 
around his yard. 

Shot Sunday Night. | 

An interesting development in the 
investigation that came to light to- 
day is that Jones was shot and mor- 
tally wounded in the fight with the 
Devanes at the negro’s home Sunday 
night, when the two white men were 
also wounded. Asccording to a 
prominent physician, who attended 
Jones during Sunday night, the negro 
was shott hrough his body, and the 
wound was sufficient in itself to 
cause death. This is an entirely new 
development, as is also the revela- 
tion that Jones was conscious to the 
time of his death, and talked freely 
with numerous persons concerning 
his assailants and the manner in 
which he received his wounds. 

Previously Sheriff Battle had told 
newspaper men that Jones had made 
not statement whatever after being 
found. According to others, how- 
ever, Jones told in detail of the fight 
at his house Sunday night, when a 
crowd of white men, not all of them 
members of the mob which finally 
seized and shot him to death at the 
Lucius Hart farm, came to his home 
and endeavored to get him to come 
outside. 

'The men first wanted a tire patch, 
saying their car was disabled, the 
negro is said to have stated. This 
Jones was unable to give them, he 
said. He was then asked for a lan- 
tern, and replied that he had none. 
He was then asked for matches, and 
these were pushed through the door 
to the men outside.

The whites -then 
attempted to force an entry into the 
house and Jones slipped out a back 
door and attempted to escape. 

Shoots Two Men. 

Benny Devane saw him and fired, 
the bullet passing entirely through 
Jones’ body, the negro said. The ne- 
gro then fired and Benny Devane’s 
hand and. side were riddled with 
shot, he continued. Henry Harvey 
went to the rear of the house to help 
Benny Devane, and called to Jones, 
thinking he was Devane. Jones 
raised his gun and Harvey started to 
Jones fired, filling MHarvey’s 
shot. The 


shotgun, which he carried with him, 
to the home of his relative, living on 
the Bob Allen place, where he sought 
protection. Allen removed him to 
the Lucius Hart farm.in an endeavor 
to hide him from further harm.

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Time Credits to Farmers 
Necessary, Says Finan- 
cial Authority. 


After stating that the Federal Re- 
serve system and the Federal Farm 
Loan banks are unable to meet the 
pressing needs of agriculture for fi- 
‘nancial aid, and that the War §Fi- 
nance corporation, although better 
suited for that purpose than these 


, two foregoing organizations, is so lim- 


ited by law that it is an incom- 
lete banking system, slow and cum- 
some in functioning, L. R. Adams, 
of Atlanta, a leading Georgia banker 
and financial authority, in a speech 
Thursday night declared that the 
War Finance corporation must be “re- 
created,” or a new federal financing 
agency formed, if the pressing needs 
of agriculture are to be met. 


Mr. Adams spoke before the month- 
ly meeting of the Atlanta chapter of 
the American Institute of Banking 
held at 6:30 o’clock in the Peacock 
cafe. He is secretary of the Bank- 
ers’ Trust company of Atlanta; secre- 
tary-treasurer of the Country Bank- 
ers’ association of Georgia, and also 
of the National and State Bankers’ 
Protective association; president of 
the Liberty Cotton Mills, of Dallas, 
and vice president of the E. R. 
Parker Motor company. 

Federal Bank of Agriculture. 

Mr. Adams contended that the class 
of loans agriculture stands most in 
need of are those having an ultimate 
maturity of from one to five years for 
stocking, improvement, betterment, 
and operation of farms and the or- 
derly marketing of products; that 
there is no adequate system in exist- 
ence supplying that need; that with- 
out such agricultural prosperity all 
business must suffer; that it is not 
practical nor advisable to undertake 
to supply this need either through the 
Federal Reserve system. the Farm 
Loan banks, or the War Finance 
corporation as now constructed, but 
that an entirely new system is re- 
quired to complete and stabilize our 
financial system—a “federal bank of 
agriculture,” 

“Would it not then afford a solu- 
tion if such a bank were formed by 
congress,’ continued Mr. Adams. 
“That it be heavily capitalized; that 
the present capital of the War Fi- 
nance corporation of $500,000,000 be 
used as its initial capital, and that it 
take over the present agricultural 
loans of the finance corporation? 

“That its initial capital be supple- 
mented by the excess profits of the 
federal reserve system. which under 
the law must be paid into the; treas- 
ury of the United States. as a fran- 
chise tax, until the capital of the 
agricultural bank shall amount to a 
billion dollars; that it be authorized 
to receive no demand deposits. but 
be empowered to receive deposit on 
time certificate for not less than one 
year. subject to renewal for a Tike 
length of time; that it also be au- 
thorized to issue bonds on similar 
terms to those now provided for the 
War Finance corporation; and that 
branches or agencies be established 
in each state; and that through the 
existing system of banks it be au- 


thorized to make advances for loans] 


for all agricultural and live stock pur- 
poses for terms up to five years on 
favorable terms and conditions com- 
parable with prevailing customs. and 
thus enable the existing country banks 
to become real banks of agriculture. 
thereby creating at once a complete 
and adequate agriecnitural banking 
system in the completion of our finan- 
cial structure.” 
Distress of Agriculture.  .- 


Mr. Admas went into a detailed 
discussion of the question. He sata 
that the presnt distress of agriculture 
naturally divides itself into two pri- 
mary elements—one, the matter of 
marketing and marketing systems, and 
the other, the lack of and imperative 
need of a suitable and adequate sys- 
tem of financing. He then stated 
that business men must recognize that 
the well-being of all business depends 
on the prosperity of agriculture and 
declared that it is incumbent on busi- 
ness men from purely selfish motives 
of self-protection, if not from the 
wider consideration of public good, to 
lend their aid and support to agricul- 
ture. 

He then told how the government, 
through fiscal needs and; conditions 
growing out of the war, as well as 
a broadened public policy, has been 
influenced to become engaged more 
and more in the business of banking. 
“In carrying out that policy,” he said, 
““we find the federal banking structure 
now consists of three separate and 
distinct systems or plans of banking: 
The federal reserve ssytem, the -fed- 
eral land banks and the War Finance 
corporation, svhich are how in opera- 
tion; the War Finance corporation 
having been revived as an emergency 


‘measure by the conzress in an effort 


to alleviate the present distress of 
agriculture.” 

He discussed the three systems 
separately and found them lacking, 
mainly because they are hased on 
short-time credits and because they 
do not touch the farmer direct. 


Not Able to Meet Needs. 


He said that the federal reserve sys- 
tem, for one reason or another, has 
not been able to meet the needs of 
the agricultural situation in an ade- 
quate way, and that indisputable rroof 
of that is found in the fact that con- 
gress has found it necessary to revive 
the War Finance corporation for 
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In pursuance of an order of the Hon- 
orable P, H. Adams, Referee, acting in the 
case of Hogue & White Electric Co., I, the 
undersigned Receiver, will accept bids on 
all of the property belonging to the estate 
of said Bankrupt, consisting of elcctrical 
goods, fixtures, 
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that purpcse and is even now  con- 
ducting an investigation to find out 
what additional facilities agriculture 
must have to be able to accomplish 
a stable basis. 


In speaking of the federal farm 
loan bank, he said that “under our 
present unfortunate tenant system 
only one-third of our rgia farms 
are cultivated by their owners, two- 
thirds being-operated by tenants whose 
operations must be financed, and who 
obviously cannot obtain money 
through the farm loan banks. But 
of what value is a farm, either as 
security for a loan from Federal 
Loan bank, or as a producing plant, 
unless it ¢an and does support a far- 
mer on it who can operate in some 
degree of efficiency?” 


“In the federal reserve system 
and the federal loan bank, we have 
created. two great towers: of financial 
strength,” continued Mr, Adams, “but 
we have so far negiected the very 
foundation upon which both must rest 
if they are to endure in cdntinued 
efficiency, and that foundation is ag- 
ricultural prosperity made possible by 
adequate intermediate term agricultur- 
al financing and an efficient market- 
ing system. : 

Need Will Be Continuous. 


. “The farmers’ need of this sort of 
financing is not only a present emer- 
gencsy, but will be continuous at least 
for generations to come and probably 
so long as agricultural progress en- 
dures. 

“Sound reasons have been. given 
why it is not wise nor practical to 
expand the functions of the Federal 
Reserve banks to include the making 
of these intermediate length loans, and 
six months paper is the longest ma- 
turity| which it would be safe to per- 
mit. the reserve banks to discount. 
Again, the reserve bank is a commer- 
cial bank, all of its officers are com- 
mercial bankers, all of their training, 
education and sympathy are along the 
lines of commercial banking, and their 
handling of agricultural loans as a 
side line to their. commercial activi- 
ties could not be successful. We 
must not continue to have an agri- 
cultural Lazarus seeking the crumbs 
from the table of commerce. 

“Again, such an arrangement would 
bring about still greater concentra- 
tion of resources and power, a re- 
sult more harmful than the plan 
would be beneficial. On the whole, it 
appears this suggestion must be dis- 
missed as essentially lacking in feasi- 
bility. Similar objections exist 
against the idea of expanding the 
functions of the federal land banks, 
with the added objection that its proc- 
esses are entirely too slow. 

War Finance Corporation. 

“Of the existing government agen- 
cies of finance, there is. left then for 
consideration only the War Finance 
corporation. 

“It is not a banking system, and, 
being temporary, lacks essential fa- 
cilities for carrying on the business of 
making agricultural loans in an eco- 
nomical and expeditious manner. Just 
now its activities outside of Washing- 
ton are being carried on very large- 
ly by agricultural loan committees 
located in the various states and com- 
posed of bankers and business men 
who serve without pay, and from a 
patriotic desire to serve their several 
states in the present period of stress. 

“As a temporary relief measure, the 
War Finance corporation is performing 
a very valuable service, but due to 
its temporary nature and the limita- 
tions of the law, it is not a complete 
banking system and its functioning 
necessarily slow and cumbersome.” 

Hold Business Forum.

-_ Washingion, February 16.—Senate 
debate on, the four-power Pacific 
treaty began todey, with a prelimi- 
nary tilt resiting in a request to 
President Hurding for all available 
information as to how the treaty was 
negotiated. 

An hour of general discussion | 
which brought te the surface various 
cross-currents of senate opinion but 
failed to develop definitely the rela- 
tive strength of supporters and oppo- 
nents of the treay, preceded adopiion 
of the formal request for information. 
The resolution of request had the sup- 
port of republican and d:mocratiec 
leaders alike, and was approved with- 
out a record vote. 

“While it awaited the president's 
reply, the foreign relations committee 
decided to go ahead with other 
treaties resulting from the arms nego- 
tiations, in the hope that ail of them 
might be pressed to ratification with- 
out considerable delay. At a meeting 
late in the day the committee com- 
pleted its reading of the naval limi- 
tation and submarine treaties without 
bringing to light any indication of 
opposition. Tomorrow it will read 
through the general Far Eastern and 
Chinese tariff pacts. 

Hitchcock Resvlution. , | 

Senator Hitcheock, of Nebraska, | 
ranking dé@mocratic member of the;

Mr. Whitten later came to the feal 
estate meeting and answered ques- 
tions relative to the plan. 

The speakers urged both organiza: ! 
tions to have representatives to ap- 
pear before the committee and speak 
in faver of the plan, stating that 
the city is in dire need of a zoning 
system that it will solve many seri- 
ous problems, that it will make the 
city more beautiful. and will cause’ 
an increase in the value of local real 
estafe. 

Opposition Is Expected. 


Charles L. Green at the real estate 
board meefing asked Mr. Otis if there 
would be any opposition made to the 

ing plan at the ordinance com- 
mittee hearing. Mr, Otis replied that 
opposition. of some sort was naturally 
ex pected. 
“Under the zoning plan,” declared 
Mr. Otis, “the commercial district 
will extend to Kimball street, one 
block north of North avenue, on West 
Peachtree, and that has caused re- 
monstrance from people on West 
Peachtree who desire the commercial 
development of West Peachtree to 
extend to Tenth street. The com- 
mission thinks that West Peachtree 
street north of Kimball street should 
be used for residences, but if it is 
necessary the plan can be modified 
to allow the commercial development 
of West Peachtree to Tenth street. 
We expect objections of that char- 
ucter and if forced to, we can change 
our plan. One or two such instances 
have come to our attention.” 

Mr. Otis further stated that the 
contention that the zoning plan is 
unconstitutional in that: it prevents 
people from constructing on _ their 
property any kind of structure they 
desire is in error and pointed out the 
fact that_the plan has been upheld in 
the highest courts of New York and 
Massachusetts. He said that the zon- 
ing plan of a southern city had been 
declared unconstitutionat because it 
was class legislation, prohibiting color- 
ed people from entering white sections 
but ~allowing white people to enter 
colored sections. “This discrimination 
was corrected and the law declared 
eonstitutional later on,” he said. “The 
Atlanta plan will no more allow a 
white person to build a home for his 
own use in a colored zone than it will 
allow a negro to do it in a white 
zone.” 

Tells of Start of Plan. 


Mr. Otis told how the chamber of 
commerce and the county of Fulton 
had endeavored some years ago to in- 
cemorate a zoning plan in Atlanta, 
but that it was temporarily unsuc- 
cessful. He said the real work on the 
plat started when Mayor Key backed 
the movement, appointed a commis- 
sion and got money for the work. Mr. 
Otis said Mayor Key deserves great 
credit for this work. 

“When Atlanta had saloons all over 
town and there was a great deal of 
license,” continued Mr. Otis, “people 
flocked into the city. But now peo- 
ple from Griffin and surrounding 
towns wil] not come to the city be- 
eause those saloons and that license 
are no more. What the zoning plan 
will accomplish is the making of the 
city beautiful; making it a recreation- 
al and educational center, and that 
will draw all the people the city can 
handle from other towns.” 

Mr. Otis mid that there is a great 
need of a city zoning system, stating 
that although Atlanta is ¢2d in point 
of population among the cities of the 
United States, it is 250th in planning 
with a view towards the future. “At- 
lanta needs a zoning system,” he said, 
“more than any city I know of, and 
Mr. Whitten thinks the same.” 

Whitten’s Arguments. 

Mr. Whitten presented Thursday the 

following arguments for a city plan 


in Atlanta:
